true hunter of game. Of the varieties that suggest themselves as game, to 
the sportsman, and the manner of their pursuit, I propose to treat in this 
letter, not aiming to make it a complete manual for the guidance of those 
who chxxiee to follow snch recomendatlons, hut rather to give a passing 
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tkuiai tuuucements to the sportsman wishing to pursue the choicest game. 
Many are the'glowing accounts wc hear of small parties thoroughly equip¬ 
ped and led by some trusty guide into the wilderness of trees and rocks, 
valleys and canons, far from the busy hum of civilization, here to spend a 
month or more in camp pitchedjin the primeval forests, with the dashing 
stream lightly leaping from rock to rock in front the tent, and probably the 
first smoke of the white man's camp fire curling in white clouds among the 
overhanging boughs of the forest monarchs. In the Rocky Mountains a 
variety of gamd-^resents itself to notice. If armed with heavy Jrifie and 
traversing the deepest glades the grizzly bear is met,, an adversary with 
which many would desire no’ocquaintance, but which the hunter in the 
wilderness eagerly tracks to his craggy home and slays, and if worthy 
Nimrod return8_with omaraent8_of grizzly bear claws among his trophies, 
it is considered his pluck needs no higher test, and in the killinglie has ac¬ 
complished a brave feat. It is generally conceded that the grizzly bear 
does not hesitate to attack human beings and is one of the most savage 
and powerful beasts to be met in all forest or plain. Descending the moun¬ 
tain sides, along the valleys, that monarch of the American forest, and the 
most valuable acquisition to'the camper’s larder, the American_elk la found. 
Worthy of many a day’s tramp is he, and after long trailings through the 
forest and valleys if the sportsman gets a shot and kills, he is fortunate, 
for he has dropped one of the most noble specimens of American game, 
outweighed|only by the mighty buffalo or bison. The slain elk’s wide 
spreading antlers inspiring particular pride in his slayer as heXcounta the 
prongs and takes their measure, or as he admiringly gazes at the grand 
trophy as it hangs beautifully^mounted in his dining room ornibrary. Much 
has been said of this animal, of his habits and the mode of hunting, but it 
has been the experience of most hunters who have pursued it, that it is 
one of the wariest of all to approach, when hunted in the proper season.

This time our party was increased by a 
man from the farm to carry the rabbiU. The second field we came to, the 
dog marked at a burrow ; this time it was a large one with some twelve or 
fourteen holes. After placing seven or eight nets we put in two ferrets 
and in about three minutes out bolted four or five rabbits at different 
boles, and for the next five minutes things were lively. I killed five, be¬ 
sides two or three that escaped, and two we caught in the nets Then we 
had some tedious waiting, as the ferrets did not moke their appearance. 
On listening at one of the holes, I could hear them scratching at a rabbit 
which had run to the bottom of the burrow. When this is the case, the fer¬ 
ret tries to get at the rabbit's head, and the rabbit swells itself up and fills 
the hole as tight as possible ; then the ferret scratches sideways and tries 
to get past, and sometimes succeeds ; when he does, out comes the rabbit; 
but when he falls, he sets to work and scratches at the rabbit's back. If it 
is a well trained ferret and an old one at the business, after a short time he 
will come out on being called ; if a young one, he will stay there for 
hours, and you^have either to leave a man to watch, dig down for him, or 
stop up every hole and come for him in the morning, when, on opening 
the hole and calling, he will Come out. When rabbitting, we muzzle our 
ferreto ; if not, the ferret, when he gets to the rabbit at the bottom of his 
burrow, works bis way by him and eats through the eye into the brain. In 
8 mewhere there are no roots to encounter, we hunt rabbits with 

very large ferrets unmuzzled, with a line round their necki, and then pull 
rabbit and ferret out by the line. After callirga littte, one ferret came out; 
we waited about an hour, the other not coming out, we sent to the farm for 
a boy to watch*for it and went on. There were plenty of small burrows, 
so we did not try>ny more large ones. Rabbits were plentiful, and I 
killed thirty-five of them, besides some seven or eight caught in the nets. 

It was glorious fun, and I only wish we had some of it in this country.

HUNTING IN COLORADO 

Dear Sir. —It is some time since I have sent a communication but it is 
not for the reason that I have forgotten you. I might send accounts of past 
experience which would probably be of interest to your readers, but I 
choose to give you something new. I was intending to hunt and trap all 
the fall but have not done so, though 1 have been in the mountains nearly 
all the time. I have been travelling in the employ of Government and have 
bad plenty to do without bunting, though I have let no deer run over me. 
It is my purpose now to give you an account of three day's hunting I had 
last week on the Chico Creek, twenty miles east of Pueblo. This is a small 
creek fed by springs coming out of the biuffs. The creek runs two or three 
mites and then sinks. This is a famous place for antelope to come to water 
from the vast plains eastward. When the weather is warm and the ground 
is dry the antelope come in to water every day, but a light fall of snow 
will keep them away for a week. The way we hunt is to get some good 
washout or other, bide and lay for them. The best time is from 10 a. m. till 
a P. M. When they come in we shoot before they drink as that drives them 
away and they are bound to come back to that place or some other, but if 
they once drink you see no more of them till next day. The morning after 
we got there I placed Mr. B.with the Injunction not to leave bis place,also to 
be sure and shoot before they get to water. Be was armed with a double 
barrel shot-gun loaded with buck shot, and a Ballard rifle. After seeing him 
all fixed I took my station half a mile away. I bad a Sharp's sporting gun, 
weight fourteen pounds, 44 calibre, 70 grs. of powder; this I call the best 
gun in use except the weight which is two poundk too heavy. After waiting 
nearly an hour and hearing the both barrels of Mr. B.'s gun, I saw 
a fine large buck running directly towards me. I waited till he 
bad got within a hundred yards, I whistled when be stopped and turn¬ 
ed to look about him, but it was his last look at earthly things, m he drop¬ 
ped with a hole through his lights. Soon I heard a shot from Mr. B. and 
thirteen antelope came running from him past me about two hundred yards 
away. I shot at the leader and missed him when the band bunched up 
and stopped. I took aim high up on them and shot killing four so that 
none of them got twenty feet from where they stood. It is quite common 
to kill two but I have never known any hunter to kill four at a shot. I

To THE Sportsmen of Missouri : 

Realizing the great and growing necessity of a concerted effort on the 
^ part of amateur sportsmen throughout the State, to secure to our game and 
fish that intelligent and reasonable protection against unseasonable and 
wholesale destruction, which is requisite to prevent their total extermina¬ 
tion, the " Missouri Sportsmen's Club and Game Law Association," of the 
city of St. Louis, at a regular meeting thereof, held November 12 , 1874, 
adopted the following resolutions : 

“ Resolved, that this association issue a call for a mass convention of 
amateur sportsmen of the State, to be held at the Madison House in Jef¬ 
ferson City, on Tuesday, January 12, 1875, at 7 o'clock, p. m., then and 
there to take steps towards organizing a State Association, under the juris¬ 
diction of, and in harmony with, the National Sportsman's Asssociation of 
the United States. 

“ that all ^ateur sportsmen throughout the State, independ¬ 

ent of local orranizations, be and they are hereby invited to attend and 
participate in the deliberations of the convention, and that all organized 
clubs be requested and urged to unite with this club in sending full dele¬ 
gations to the convention, and in taking such action as will insure a large 
representative attendance. 

‘ Resolved, that C. Shaler Smith, J. D. Johnson, John W. Munson Basil 
Duke, Charles H. Turner, Edward P. Lindley, and W. H. Wadsworth, be 
and are hereby appointed delegates of this association to said convention ■ 
also, as an executive committee, with full authority to issue addresses' 
carry on correpondence, and to arrange all nece.ssary details for the meet¬ 
ing of the proposed convention. 

The “ Nationai Sportsmen's Association" was successfully inaugurated 
in convention at Niagara Falls, New York, in September, 1874, by repre¬ 
sentative men from nearly every State in the Union, and the objects of its 
organization are fully set forth by the following series of resolutions 
ado^d at that time: 

“Whereas the permanent organization of the National Sportsmen's As¬ 
sociation has been effected and, 

“ Whereas, Its future success and usefulness will depend upon the as¬ 
sistance rendered to it by the naturalists, flsh-culturalists and amateur 
sportsmen throughout the country; and, 

“ Whereas, to enlist their sympathy and secure their moral and mater¬ 
ial aid, we deem it necessary to make a definite declaration of the objects 
of the association ; therefore, be it 

“ AMo/t/rrf that its puipose is,/■(■rr, the protection of game and fish in 
the States and Terntorfes, by procuring the passage in each State, and 
the congress of the United States, of uniform co-operation and consistent 
laws, strictly prohibiting their destruction during the breeding, nesting and 
mawning seasons, and reasonable time preceding and following the same. 
Prohibiting the ciroture and destrnction of certain species of game-birds 
in nets and traps during any and all season ; prohibiting the catching and 
destruction of fish in the non-navigabie lakes and streams with nets or by 
means of chemicals ; prohibiting uie obstructing of the free passage of 
fish by nets from such streams and by the erection of fisb-dams and traps, 
and to procure the passage of such other and further legislation as may be 
necessary and proper for the full accomplishment of these objects ; second, 
through subordinate organizations to insure a rigid enforcement of all the 
game and fish protection laws now or hereafter to be enacted; tiird, to 
secure, through and by proper legislation, the passage of laws prohibiting 
at any time and season the killing and destruction of all song and non-game

larceny, or when wantonly killed or maimed, the subject of a misdemean¬ 
or i Ji/tA, to organize and consolidate, under slate jurisdiction, game and 
fish protective clubs or associations in each State and Territory,to act under

The'game birds and animals arc slowly disappearing from our State, as 
they are from other Western states, and as they have already disappeared 
from many of the Eastern States. At the rate of decrease now,and without 
the intervention of strict laws rigidly enforced, our fields and forests will 
soon be barren of every species of game, and the pleasures of the sports¬ 
men destroyed. 

By the proper organization of a State club and of active local clubs in 
many or.all of the counties, and by securing the passage and enforcement 
of such laws as are suggested by the resolutions of the Naltonal Assrola 
tion, we can not only retain the present supply of game but increase it In 
ten-fold ratio within a reasonable period. The foregoing suggestions apply 
with equal pertinency to the fish in our streams and lakes. 

With a majority of us the gun and rod possess equal attractions, and 
the pleasure and profit of using either are being dissipated and destroyed 
by mercenary men. It devoives upon sporUmen to save to themselves 
their sport, and they can do it now only by a united and organized effort. 

The convention will meet at the lime and place specified in the resolu¬ 
tions and we depend upon the true sporumen of the State to make it a 
success in point of nulhbers and influence and the work it will accomplish. 
Let there be an individual representation from every county, and by all 
means a large representation from each club organized club in theSt^e.

MISTAKEN FOP A BEAR. 


H, S. McKinney, whose residence is on the Klamath, opposite Buckeye 
Bar, arrived in Yreka about dark last Monday evening, bringing theintelli- 
gence thatXleorge Miller, who lives on the Klamath, at the mouth of Beav¬ 
er creek, hadheen shot that morning by L. Turley, who mistook him for a 
bear. The circumstances, as we learned them from McKinney, and since 
from Dr. Ream, were these ; George Miller, L. Turley, and N. L. Morgan, 
familliarly known as “Guerilla Morgan," were camped on the west side of 
Beaver, having gone there for the purpose of driving out of the mountains 
cattle belonging to Miller and others. On Monday morning, shortly before 
daylight, they were aroused by the sharp and savage barking of their dogs 
a short distance from camp, as if in conflict with some wild animal. As 
they approached the scene of conflict they discovered the dogs were hav¬ 
ing a bout with a bear. Turley then started back to camp lor his gun, 
while Miller and Morgan proceeded on toward the combatants. The flght 
was taking place in the bed of the creek. Miller, thinking from the sound 
that the bear was getting the better of the dora, drew his Knife and impet¬ 
uously rushed forward to the assistance,of the latter. At this point the 
creek flows through a narrow canyon, audla tree had fallen from one side 
of the canyon to the other, so that its trunk lay across the creek and a lit¬ 
tle above its bed. It had been raining all night, and the creek was coiisid- 
erably swollen, and made a deafening noise as it rolled over its rocky bed. 
Tlie bear and dogs were waging their uncertain battle at just that point in 
the creek where it passed under the log abovcjdescribed. Miller ‘ cooned 
this log until he got immediately over the combatants,^and then pmsing 
himself on this “coigne of vantage," proceeded to deal a thrust at Brum 
with his trusty California “ tooth-pick," whenever opportunity offered. In 
the meantime Turley had got his gun and crossing the stream on another 
log higher up, came down to within fifteen or twenty feet of where the 
flght waxed between the dogs and the bear, but on the opposite side from 
where he had left Miller and Morgan.

SuBTERRANEAR FisHES.—‘In boring artesian wells in the Desert of Sahara 
very small fishes, resembling the whitebait, not unfrequentiy occur, which 
inhabit the waters oflthe suDterranean bed of the desert. They are iden¬ 
tical with a species from the waters of Biskra. The male differs from the 
female in being transversely barred, so that some authors haye regarded it 
as a distinct species. The eyes are well formed, althoughlthese fishes live 
a part of the time in obscurity. It seems that as far back as 1849 the gov¬ 
ernor of the oases oATbebes and Oaibe, in Egypt, stated that an axtesiw 
well, about 105 feet aeep, which he had cleaned out, furnished for his table 
fishes which probably came from the Nile, as the sand which he had 
brought up from this artesian well was identical with that of this river. 
In the Sahara, as in Egypt, these fishes were carried by the waters, which 
filtered into the soil down to the subterranean sheet into which the artMlan 
wells open. Gervais claims to have established the fact that these subter¬ 
ranean fishes are essentially fluviatUe, and that some lik e th em are foimd 
in the rivers of Senegal and Mozambiq^ue, of Syria and Egypt,^of the Ibe¬ 
rian peninsula, and even America. Their fossil representatives are not 
found in the deposits of marine origin, and all that we know occur in 
lacustrine formations. The exlstexce of these fishes cannot, then, serve 
as an argument for the former presence of the waters of the Mediterrane¬ 
an on the soil of the north of Harper's Magatine.

THE LA IVS OF FOX-HUNTING. 


As we promised in our last, we now proceed to give the rules and regu¬ 
lations of fox-hunting, as practiced in England, which, although not of 
much use at present in thU countiy, still we feel will be of no slight inter¬ 
est to our readers. We give them in the author’s own words knowing we 
cannot improve on them : 

Where then are the lews or the rules which govern fox-hunting to be 
found? Nowhere. It is a lex non scripta. We have rules for cricket 
clubs, rules for the prize ring, rules for the jockey club, and rules laid down 
for every other national game or amusement; but no written rules for that 
most popular and national amusement, fox hunting. Upon what basis, 
then, do the laws of fox hunting rest, and by whom are they recognized? 
They stand upon a foundation which is admitted, even by the common law 
of England to be good and valid—custom; and that custom is considered 
sufficiently binding and obligatory upon every master of fox-hounds who 
not merely merely calls himself, but is virtually a gentleman. The tenure 
upon which hunting countries are held, 1 may set down as threefold. That 
occupied by individuals as sole masters; secondly, by clubs or committees; 
and thirdly, that held upon sufferance. I may here be met by some large 
game preservers, who will say, "1 repudiate your fox-hunting laws alto¬ 
gether, and will have none of them. Vermin killers, indeed, to dictate to 
me, and parcel out my woods and lands as they please ! the old feudal laws 
again ! ’’ Not a bit of it, my friends of the trigger; wait a little and you 
shall have a full hearing, and ample justice done to your cause al.so. But 
to my subject now. Countries held by individuals as sole masters, have 
generally been formed by themselves, at their own expense, and so con¬ 
ducted with the approbation and consent of the owners of coverts, and 
handed down, often as almost entailed property, from father to son ; in 
other cases they have been made over to a successor, appointed by the late 
master, who has a right to do so, or to dispose of any portion of bis country 
to a neighboring pack, either in perpetuity, or on sufferance, to draw cer¬ 
tain coverts for a limited time. The rights of clubs or committees, with 
subscription packs, are of a srailar nature, except that, in some countries, 
these rights are delegated to the master of the hounds for the time being. 
In others the master of the hounds is entirely restricted to the bunting de¬ 
partment; the management of the country being retained in the hands of 
the club. The first, and great rule of fox-hunting taw, us recognized by all 
masters of fox-hounds from time immemorial, and acted upon by ^ntle- 
men invariably, up to the present time, is this; " That no masterof hounds 
has a right to draw any coverts belonging to another hunt or country, with 
out his neighbors’ permission.” We admit that landed proproprietors have 
a right (if they think proper) to kill foxes, and prevent their coverts being 
hunted at all by any fox-hounds, by the law of the land, or game laws; but, 
by the law of fox-hunting, they cannot take their coverts away from ona 
hunt and give them to another, except under peculiar circumstsnees, as the 
following; Coverts and countries may become lapsed by non-usage or 
abandonment, the death of the master, or his ceasing to keep hounds, with¬ 
out the appointment of a successor. In these cases, the coverts, by fox¬ 
hunting law, are placed at the disposal of their proprietors, and they can 
dispose of them as they think proper. Coverts may become lapsed by any 
master discontinuing to draw them for seven years, or by his allowing an¬ 
other pack to hunt them, without remonstrance or interference, for that 
period. In these cases the master of an adjoining pack with the consent 
of the proprietors may take possession of these coverts, and they will be¬ 
come an integral part of his country. It has been held that twenty years 
possession of a country, without interruption, or interference, or stipula¬ 
tions of any kind, constitutes a legal title to that countiy. There can be 
no question of this; but I maintain that seven years possession, under the 
same circumstances, is a sufficient bar to their being reclaimed. How 
otherwis e, w ould nearly all the hunting establishments of the present day 
stand? What alterations and divisions of countries have taken place since 
the days of those Nimrods of old—Noel, Barbet, and Meynelfi Where 
one hunting establishment was formerly kept there are now four or five I 
might say more than these. It was but fair and reasonable, that, when one 
master of foxhounds possessed more country than he could by possibility 
effectually hunt, a part of it should be given over to a neighTOring hunt 
and this course has ueen pursued generally with mutual goM will and mu¬ 
tual benefit; but it is presumed that masters of foxhounds being always 
considered gentlemen, and men of honor are incapable of acting either un¬ 
fairly or aggressively towards their neighbors, and upon these principles 
Only can the laws of foxhunting ever stand.

There are thousands of anecdotes illustrating the wonderful affection 
which dogs bear to their masters, and as the world goes on, thousands of 
other examples will be recorded, but no one will ever know the full 
marvel of that immense love and devotion. It is Inexhaustihle, like the 
beaiUy of what is most beautiful in nature, like the glory of sunsets and 
the rich abundance of that natural loveliness which poets and artists can 
never quite reveal. We do not know the depth of it, even in the dogs we 
have always with us. I have one who is neitner so intelligent nor so affec- 
tionate as others I have known and to my human ignorance it seemed that 
he did not love me very much. But once when I htm been away for weeks, 
his melancholy longing, of which he had said nothing to anybody, burst 
out in a great passionate crisis. He howled and clamored for admission to 
my dressing-room,pulled|down my old things from their pegs, dragged them 
into a corner, and flung himself upon them, wailing long ana wildly where 
he lay, till a superstitious fear came on all the house, like the forerunner of 
evd tidings. Who can tell what long bruodlngs, unexoressed, had pre¬ 
ceded this passionate ontburst? Many a dark hour had he passed in silent 
desolation, wondering at that inexplicable absence, till at length the need 
ine became so urgent that he must touch some cloth that 1 had worn. 

We know not the heart-memory which these animals possess, the long- 
retaining, tender recollection, all bound up with their lOve. A dog was be¬ 
reaved of his master and afterwards became old and blind, passing the 
dark evening of his existence sadly in the same corner, which he hardly 
ever quitt^. One day came a step like that of his lost master, and he sud¬ 
denly left his place. The man who just entered wore ribbed stockings; 
the old dog had lost his scent and referred at once to the stockings that he 
remembered rubbing his face against them. Believing that his master had 
returned after those w-eary years of absence, he gave way to the most ex¬ 
travagant delight. The man spoke, the momentary illusion was dispelled, 
the dog went sadly back to bis place, lay wearily down, and died. 

BO great is their power of loving, that we cannot help assigning to dogs 
—not formally, but in our inward estimates—a place distinct from toe 
brute crciUion generally. They are not mere animals, like sheep and oxen, 
that may m slaughtered as a matter of business without awakening re¬ 
gret. To kill a dog is always fell to be a sort of murder; it is the destruc¬ 
tion of a beautiful though not mortal spirit, and the destruction is the 
more lauientable for its very completeness. When 1 was a boy 1 remem¬ 
ber crossing a stream in Lancashire just us a workman came to the place 
followed by ii sharp looking little brown terrier dog. It went snuffing 
about under the roots as such little dogs will, and then tlie man whistled, 
and it came to him at full speed. He caiTCssed it, spoke to it very kindly, 
but very sadly, and then began to tie a great stone to its neck. “ What 
are you doing that for?” I asked. “ Because I cannot afford to pay the 
dog-lax, and no one else shall have my little Jip.” Then he threw it into 
the stream. The water was not dee)), and it was jierfectly clear, so that we 
saw the painful struggles of the little terrier till he became imsensiblc, and 
we were both fixed to the spot, by a sort of facination. At lust the man 
turned away with a pale, hard face, suffering in that moment more than he 
cared to show, and 1 went iiiy wa,v, carrying with me an impression which 
IS even now as strong as it ever was. 1 fell that whut 1 had witnessed wtt.s 
a mmder. Many years after, 1 shot a dog of my own, (a magniticenk 
blood-bound mAstiii) because he was a irreclaimable sheep killer; but the 
revolver I did it with instantly bccume so hateful that I could not bear the 
sight of iL and never fired it afterwards. Even now, if he could be raised 
from the dead, how gladly would I welcome him, how securely would I re¬ 
ly for forgiveness onnis noble canine magnanimity! No these creatures arc 
not common brutes, they are our most trusting friends, and we connot 
take away their lives without a treacherous betrayal of that trust.— Ham- 
erton's '■'Chapters on Animals."

Now 
let us see what they will do in regard to those cases of netting quail in 
Sangamon and Morgan counties by “wealthy farmers"—wealthy scoundrels 
who deserve, and should he made to suffer the severest penalties of the 
law. It is easy to ascertain the names of the parties—now let us see If the 
Illinois Association has the energy to prosecute these cases to conviction. 

The Wisconsin Association meets at Madison, Tuesday, February 9, and 
if it is composed of the material we think it is, these “humble petitioners 
will ever pray,” in vain, to the legislature of Wisconsin for a change In the 
game laws of that State, which will enable thorn legally to destroy the 
grouse and quail at all seasons of the year, upon the silly pretext that they 
“may destroy our apple crop.” 

Let the Wisconsin Association take measures to prevent a repeal of the 
law. _

Whereas, We consider the present game law of this State an infriuge- 
ment of our liberties and an insult w our manhood, for partridges may de¬ 
stroy our apple crop, and prairie chickens our other crops, and we cannot 
lift a band gainst them for less than ten dollars each, therefore 

Eesolved, That we will respectfully petition the coming legislature to 
alter the present law by inserting the words “ except upon his or her own 
premises or by his or her authority,” after word “possesson" in second line 
in section 1; also add to section ‘2, the words “except the owner or occu¬ 
pant of the premises where they may be taken ;” also to insert after the 
word “ thereof” in seventh line of section 4, the words, “ or at any other 
time without the permission of the owner or occupant of said premises.” 
We cordially invite evenr Grange and every Farmers’ Club in the Stale to 
co-operate with us and tio likewise.

Dtar The Empire Club wm organized in 1860, when base ball was 
in Its infancy in the West, and notwithstanding the demoralizing influences 
encountered during the first four years of its existence, the organization 
remained intact at the conclusion of the war, and placed a nine in the field 
that actively engaged in introducing the national game to the lovers of 
out-door sports in St. Louis. To this club in fact may be ascribed the credit 
of having fostered and extended the interest in base ball, until now the ad¬ 
mirers of the game may be numbered by thousands. 

The appreciation of the determination and pluck exhibited by the man- 
a^rs of this club in maintaining their organization through most adverse 
circumstances, is shown in the liberai patronage given it at every game 
played by them during the past years. 
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REMARKABLE PEDESTRIAN PERFORMANCES AT 
HALF A MILE. 


The managers have shown that careless play will not be tolerated, and 
have succeeded in winning games through effective discipline, when op¬ 
posed by nines of unquestionable playing superiority. To the one fact 
alone of good management can be attributed the uniform success with 
which they have held the championship of the State for a number of 
years, and not, as many suppose, entirely to superiority in play. 

The discipline of their nine has always been good, the first symptoms of 
insubordination or careless play being quickly followed by dismissal, play¬ 
ing qualities not being considered at all in such cases. To a strict adher¬ 
ence to this rule may attributed the success of the Empire Club, and it is 
to be hoped that some of the clubs of St. Louis may profit by the worthy 
example set in this case. In view of the fact that they retained the cham¬ 
pionship this year by a mere scratch, the managers are exerting themselves 
to strengthen up the weak points of their game. It is to be hoped they may 
be successful in this, as the interest in amateur base ball matters is much 
gre&ter in this state than that in professional affairs. 

Of individual players it may be said that HouU, Wirth, McCall, Murray, 
Barron and Sebimper played their positions right up to the mark; Seward 
caught well and stopped wides beautifully, but failed utterly in throwing 
to bases; bis incessant appeals to the umpire was a matter 'of considerable 
remark and annoyance. Elleck's play alternated between beautiful ex¬ 
ecution and miserable failure, but he averaged well. Gorman while in left 
field caught everything that came bis way, but did wretched playing on 
second base and at the bat. Spaulding meant well and did the beat he 
knew how; he is an earnest player, but has seen his best days on the ball 
field. Dean began the season well and gave promise of becoming a good 
third baseman, but his errors, more costly than frequent, dropped him into 
the background upon Elleck's admission to the nine.

:• pain. The same authority further states that, " to remedy this fault, it is 
only necessary to saw between the teeth with a very thin saw." Have any 
- of your readers tried this remedy? If so, I should be glad to hear from 
them. If this proves to be a remedy it is easy of application, and proves 
■ the theoiT as to the cause to be a correct one. I have two mares much 
given to ‘wind sucking" (almost as bad as cribbing, and probably origin- 

• ates In the same cause), and, although we find but little trouble from it 

except the "looks of the thing," yet I would like to prevent it. Not long 

ago I came across a sucking colt—"an inveterate cribber," his owner says 
and yet his mother never was guilty of the habit. This case makes roe 

• doubt the theory given above, and also the idea which may hold that it is 
a habit acquired by example. In the case of the colt above alluded to, the 
fault seems to to have been inherited from the father ; in my horses the 
mother is a wind-sucker, and but one of her eight colts followed berexam- 

I pie, altho^h all had about an equal opportunity, if example has any 
effect. My remedy (which of course is only transient and partial), ia a 
strap buckled tightly around the neck. One of my correspondents asserts 
that a cnbber always has the heaves." This is not invariable by any 
means, but there is no doubt but that cribbing just before active exertion 
in working, or more particularly in traveling, would be likely to bring on 
heaves. I know of one old mare (at least twenty-five years old) who has 

sucked wind ” all her life, and yet shows no symptoms of heaves.— 
Country Gtntlemen. 

Sport and Life on a French Rackc-oukse.— It was quite a common 
thing a few years ago—and, indeed, it frequently happenes at the present 
day—for certaid writers in the British press to persistently ridicule horse- 
France, and every thing connected with it; and, to pretend that 
while Englishmen were almost born connoisseurs in horseflesh, French¬ 
men were invariably ignorant of the subject. In order to strengthen this 
theoty, these gentlemen would inform us that although the race for the 
Grand Prix de Paris was annually graced by a numerous attendance, the 
joviality that usually reimed on an English racecourse was never seen at 
Longchamps ; that h rcnchmen went to the races because it was considered 
c/nc or fashionable, and that Frenchwomen went there to show off their 
loiUttes and the colour of their hair; that the lovers of real sport, who in 
our country would aa soon think of going without their dinner as of absent¬ 
ing themselves from the Derby, were rarely or never met on the French 
turf ; and, finally, that the excitement which prevails all over England for 
weeks before the Derby Day is never experienced in France previous to 
the race for the Grand Prix or any other race. 

Now I should like to ask those people weather the mighty multitude that 
often assembles at Epsom cares any more about “sport” than the crowds 
at Longchamps. Do« anybody Imagine that Brown, Jones, or Robinson 
who subscribed to a Derby sw eepstake "at the shop,” knows any more 
about horseflesh than the Parisian linen-draper's assistant who put a couple 
franca on Monseigneur at one of the betting oftices on the Boulevard des 
Italicns? Was it for the love of sport or for the love of lurch, that “Array” 
the costemonger drove his wretched donkey down to Epsom? Was it for 
the love of sport that Paterfamilias ordered a barouche and a hamper from 
Fortnum and Mason’s a fortnight before the Derby? or, was it not ratherfnr 
Hie puniose of having " a jolly day and giving the girls a treat." as he can¬ 
didly expressed It? Was It for the love of sport that Captain CaroU, of the 
Luards, went to the Derby in a light overcoat and a green veil, and was 
dnven home ‘unwell” at the bottom of a hansom can* Was it for the 
love of sport that a parly of Pall Mall exqusites drove to Epsom on a drag 
stoered by Captain the Honourable Charles Henery Fltzplanlagenet Bomers 
of Nonamohall in the county of Bucks? or was it for the “fun" thev 
meant to have down there, and the “spree" coming home—as that noble 
English gaine of flinging champagne and soda water bottles about, and dec- 
oratin^gones hat with halfpenny wooden dolls and other toys, is termed' 
Did Ensign Longlcgs go to the Derby for the love of sport, or did he go 
there to meet Oeorgey Dashwood? was it the love of sport that flushed Di’s 
pretty cheeks and made her sing about, “the mermaids at tbe bottom of 
the deep blue sea, with an entrain that would have ecUpsed even Patty 
Laverne. or was It “that extra glass" of that extra fluid manufactured by 
the widow of Reims”? Does anyone suppose that the betting men who 
nang around the comers of streets, and the private part of secluded Dublic- 
houses go to the raises for the love of sport? Not a bit of it. The classes 
of people to whom I have refered above, and who form a large majority of 
those who congregate on an English racecourse, know no more about hors¬ 
es and care no more about sport than the people who assemble on a French 
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one. They do not go there bo much for the puipose of seeing the horses, 
and watching their performances, as for that of amusing themselves gen¬ 
erally, and r have no doubt that both French and English succeded in 
doing this. 

The kind of amusement that is found on an English racecouse is, how¬ 
ever, very different from that which a French one offers. On the former 
the chief attractions generally consist in placing small sums of money on 
horses about which vou have received " tips,’^ in eating, drinking and 
smoking -, flinging pieces of broken handles at wooden dolls with short 
clay pipes stuck in their mouths, which you call "Aunt Sallies-,” and at 
cocoanuts and toys balanced on the top of ash sticks, your “knock him 
downs;" being weighed, trying one’s strength, endeavoring at a consider¬ 
able cost to find out the "tnii^le trickand in taking part in various 
other amusements which it is hardly necessary to enumerate here. On a 
French racecourse it is very different. There are no minstrels, or “ knock 
him downs," or “Aunt Sallies," or “thimble riggersscarcely any eating 
and very little drinking. There is a little ornamental tent where refresh¬ 
ments or different kinds are sold, and the people who drive there take, 
perhaps, a pait, and a bottle or two of champagne with them. The plebe¬ 
ian portion of the assemblage amuse themselves by investing their spare 
francs in parii-muluels, in staring impertinently at the i/tmi-manilaiHet^-adL 
in gazing in awe and wonder on the representatives of the Upper Ten, 
•aseiubled in the mcuntt du pfsage. The richer people—the male portion, 
I mean—bet, and saunter about the weighing enclosure, bowing to and 
chatting with the ladies they know, and staring those with whom they do 
not happen to be acquainted out of countenance. Occasionally, too, they 
cross the course, and saunter among the labyrinth of vehicles of the ladies 
of the demi-monde that are drawn up on the opposite side. 

A curious feature of the Longebamps racecourse is the relative positions 
of the dame comme il faut and celle qut tie feet pas. The privilege of being 
admitted to the Jockey Club Tribune, in the eneiente du pesage, is only ac¬ 
corded to the woman who has a certain standing in Parisian society. Tick¬ 
ets can only be obtained from a member of the Jockey Club, and the rules 
on this point ate so severe that be dare not give one to a lady whose char¬ 
acter is considered, in the eyes of society, to be in the least degree tar¬ 
nished. On either side of the Jockey Club Tribune are others where any¬ 
one can go, but they are only patronized by ladies and gentlemen of the 
buTgeois class, and are consequently unsuited to the modem Parisian 
hetairse, who take up their quarters, in their carriages, on the opposite side 
of the course. There, between the races, you may see many a fils de fam¬ 
ine of fashion society with their heads and shoulders thrust in at the win¬ 
dows of the miniature brougham of Mdlle. C—, or half lounging, half 
lying, in Mdlle. D— de L——’s Victoria, while their mothers and sisters 
sit and watch them from the precincts of the aristocratic weighing enclos¬ 
ures. The toilettes and equipages of these devotees to pleasure are often 
more costly and more elegant than those of the lady comme it faut, and 
they not unfremuently attract more attention from the male sex than the 
purest and loveliest women in the Jockey Club Tribune. This is the sport, 
antleropine, not equine, that takes beat in France. I fancy you imitate us 
as well as you can, but we manage these things better in France.— Cor.

Stock is no doubt in sufficient supply to last till the New Year, con¬ 
siderable poultry, as usual, arriving too late for Christmas trade. The best 
time now to market poultry is from January 16, to March 1. 

To shippers of Game, Poultry, Furs, &c., a word of advice may not be 
out of place: 

The appearance of stock on arrival has much to do with the price it shall 
bring. Feathered game and poultry should be packed neatly, in clean 
barrels or boxes, and packages filled full, not tumbled in louse or shipped 
in sacks, as is sometimes done. Feathered game should never be drawn, 
except in warm weather. Deer <&c., should always be drawn. - The neatest 
way to ship deer or antelope saddles, is to skin only the fore quarter, and 
wrap up the hind quarter in the whole skin, leaving the ham and loin only, 
not skinned. 


Poultry should be always well fatted and dressed; picked, not scalded or 
drawn, leaving the legs on, cutting off the head, and tying up the end of 
the neck with fine twine; should not be fed for 24 hours before killing, and 
bled in the neck or mouth to kill.
